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General 

Concordia University, Faculty of Fine 
Arts, Sir George Williams campus, 
offers a two-year, 60-credit, graduate 
program in Art History, specializing in 
the history and related methodologies 
of Canadian art. This program is 
offered within a Faculty offering 
graduate programs in Visual Arts and 
Art Education. Students are urged to 
undertake programs incorporating 
aspects of these programs where 
relevant to their particular profes- 
sional goals. 


Program Description 
Specialized seminars in the history of 
Canadian and European art are 
offered. Comparative and interdis- 
ciplinary programs of study are 
possible, exploring areas such as 
museology, critical and historical 
method, or architectural preservation, 
in addition to the core studies in the 
history of Canadian Art. 


Admission Requirements 

A Bachelor of Arts or a Bachelor of 
Fine Arts with a concentration in the 
history of art or an approved equivalent 
with at least a B average in the major 
field is required for entrance. 
Applicants with deficiencies in their 
undergraduate preparation may be 
required to take a qualifying program 
or to complete undergraduate 
requirements in addition to a regular 
graduate program. 


Residence Requirement 

The minimum residence is 4 terms of 
full-time study or the equivalent in part- 
time study. 


Financial Assistance 

A limited amount of financial assis- 
tance is available for full-time graduate 
students in the form of teaching 
assistantships-and research assis- 
tantships. The University also awards 
a number of graduate fellowships. The 
Province of Québec has a program of 
post-graduate scholarships for 
Québec residents. (Application for 
these scholarships is made directly to 
the Ministry of Education.)
